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Women and smoking 


Way back in the early years 
of this century, when the woman 
cigarette smoker was about as 
popular as a chaperone on a hay- 
ride, some men believed that 
smoking by ladies, if ignored, 
would go away quietly. The 
thinking of the time was that if 
smoking 
would cease to be 
frowned on, it would no longer 
seem challenging to women. 
Things, it would seem, have­ 
n’t changed much. Today, no less 
august a body than the U.S. gov­ 
ernment 
is 
itself 
doing 
the 
frowning after a long and critical 
look at the woman smoker. 
It does not like what it sees, 
notwithstanding such recent fa­ 
vorites as “ you’ve come a long 
way, baby.” 
According to the U.S. Public 
Health Service, the use of ciga­ 
rettes by women has doubled 
within the past 15 years, while 
there has been a steady drop in 
usage by men. 
Adding fuel to the agency’s 
finding— the result of a five-year 
study is the disclosure that 
among smokers who swore off, 
women had a 38 per cent higher 
relapse than men. 
Why do women have a harder 
time stopping than men? 
One possible reason, suggest­ 
ed to the Institute of Life Insur­ 
ance by the U.S. Surgeon Gen­ 
eral, Dr. Jesse L. Steinfeld, is 
that some women do not feel cig­ 
arettes pose the same risks for 
them as for men. 
They may believe, says Dr. 
Steinfeld, that they “ are immune 
to cigarette-linked health haz­ 
ards” such as lung cancer, heart 
disease and circulatory prob­ 
lems. The 
reason? 
Statistics 
dealing with incidence of death 
from these diseases have not 
been specifically linked to wom­ 
en in the past. This has been pri­ 
marily so because smoking by 
women (which has become more 
prevalent since the end of Kore­ 
an war) has not gone on long 
enough to produce the kind of 
statistics usually attributed to 
males. 
Other reasons, some conjec­ 
tured, have also suggested them­ 
selves to the agency’s research­ 
ers and other authorities who 


were interviewed: 
Women tend to relate a halt in 
smoking with weight gains. Of­ 
ten this serves as a self-fulfilling 
prophecy. The woman who gains 
poundage tells herself “ I told you 
so,” and goes right back to 
smoking. 
To some women, a cigarette 
may play a role all its own. 
“ Asking to have one lit, some­ 
times beats dropping a handker­ 
chief,” suggests one public 
health official. 
Another conjecture: women 
may tend to rely more on ciga­ 
rettes than men, as a means of 
controlling frustrations. 
The man who authorized the 
study, Dr. Daniel Horn, director 
of the National Clearing House 
on Cigarette Smoking, told the 
Institute of Life Insurance that 
he believes the very fact that 
women had to overcome “ social 
resistance to smoking” has 
made them “ devote extra en­ 
ergy’’ to this commitment. Being 
Number Two for so long, it would 
seem, 
has 
made 
them 
Try 
Harder. 
Even before the smoke clears 
away, here are two rather sur­ 
prising facts that have emerged 
via the study: 
It is not unusual for women 
who never smoked in their life to 
start smoking during their 
menopause. 
Women tend to smoke more 
frequently when making a tele­ 
phone call, while men on the 
phone tend to smoke less. 
A major thing to bear in 
mind, cautions the Institute, is 
that recent evidence suggests 
that smoking may be detrimen­ 
tal to pregnant women and the 
unborn infant. 
Here is what the U.S. Surgeon 
General told the Institute: 
“ There is, at present, a substan­ 
tial body of evidence to indicate 
that smoking during pregnancy 
can harm the unborn child by ex­ 
erting a retarding influence on 
fetal growth.” 
According to Dr. Steinfeld, 
his agency is ready to launch an 
aggressive campaign throughout 
the country acquainting every 
woman with the health message 
on smoking.

The double effect is a 
Cuban economic disaster. 
TH E O N LY W AY Fidel Castro can lift 
the Cubans’ living scale is by producing 
more sugar Propaganda posters every­ 
where on the island show Castro himself 
at work in a cane field But, behind the 
scenes, the result is a colossal failure. 
Here are the facts. 
Last Sept. 6 Castro suddenly ordered 
Cuba’s first

figures, 8.5 million people. Then on Dec.

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Lingering budget 
uncertainties 


Presidential submission of a budget 
program usually is a clarifying action- 
clarifying in the sense of narrowing the 
range of uncertainty as to the fiscal di­ 
rection in which an Administration in­ 
tends to move. 
That, however, has not been the case 
this year. Instead, it is obvious from the 
spirited controversies that have been 
generated that just about as many clouds 
of obscurity now overhang the fiscal out­ 
look as in the period immediately before 
Mr. Nixon unveiled his new' budget pro­ 
gram. 
TH E P RO B L E M , Q U ITE simply, is 
that the Administration's proposals for 
fiscal 1972 are open to two very different 
interpretations. On the one hand, the 
budget numbers them selves rather 
strongly suggest that the stimulative 
thrust of government fiscal policy has not 
changed in any significant degree. No 
major tax cuts have been proposed, and 
federal spending is not targeted to rise 
any more rapidly in fiscal 1972 than in the 
current fiscal year, despite widespread 
impressions to the contrary. The absence 
of a strong new stimulative thrust also is 
borne out by the 
“ full-employment” 
budget figures that the Administration it­ 
self has chosen to emphasize. As official­ 
ly calculated, the change in the full-em­ 
ployment budget from fiscal 1971 to fiscal 
1972 amounts to only $1.3 billion—from a 
surplus of $1.4 billion to a surplus of $0.1 
billion. Those figures, it is true, convey a 
sense of precision that really doesn’t ex­ 
ist because of the long string of assump­ 
tions and complex relationships which 
are involved in this budget concept. Nev­ 
ertheless, taken with other budget data, 
they tend to confirm the absence of new' 
stimulation in the budget program pre­ 
sented this year. 
BU T O V E R A G A IN ST considerations 
such as these, the surprisingly high eco­ 
nomic projections that accompanied the 
January budget message have caused 
many people to wonder if Washington 
won’t in fact be trying to push the econo­ 
my very aggressively as the year pro­ 
gresses. A seeming contradiction, that is, 
exists between the specific budget pro­ 
posals the President has made for fiscal 
1972 and the economic gains he expects 
his program to produce. And the question 
repeatedly asked, of course, is what will 
happen if economic performance turns 
out to be less robust than has been offi­ 
cially forecast. Will the budget program 
then be expanded to provide more stimu­ 
lus? There is a good deal of expectation 
that it will be. 
TH E REA SO N TH E expectation is so 
strong obviously is related to the extraor­ 
dinary spending bulge that is occurring 
in the current fiscal year. Budget outlays 
for fiscal 1971 are now expected to run $12 
billion higher than was anticipated a 
year ago—a development attributable 
both to numerous Administration under­ 
estimates of program 
costs 
and 
to 
various Congressional actions in enlarg­ 
ing programs 
beyond 
Administration 
recommendations. In dealing with the 
fiscal 1971 budget program, Congess not 
only balked at eliminating a number of 
programs Mr. Nixon had labeled as obso­ 
lete, but it also acted much more liberal­ 
ly than the President had recommended 
in such matters as voting pay increases 
for federal employes. 
S U P E RF IC IA L L Y , IT M IG H T ap 
pear that there isn’t so much prospect of 
a blow-up of the fiscal 1972 spending total 
because of indications that Congress may 
well reject Mr. Nixon’s welfare-reform 
and revenue-sharing proposals. In com­ 
bination, those two initiatives account for 
some $4.5 billion of scheduled fiscal 1972 
outlays. But even if Congress does reject 
Mr. Nixon’s welfare and revenue-sharing 
proposals, net “ savings” can hardly be 
counted on. The distinct possibility in­ 
stead is that the legislators will either de­ 
velop substitutes at least equally costly 
or else use up the leeway afforded by re­ 
jection to embark on other initiatives 
That certainly is the pattern that would 
have to be forecast on the basis of atti­ 
tudes as they now can be discerned and in 
view of the strong temptations that will 
be felt in Washington to act generously in 
advance of next year’s national election 


campaign. Already, for instance, a pret­ 
ty definite possibility exists that Con­ 
gress-continuing itspatternof sensitivity, 
to the pressures that emanate from* 
claimant groups—will vote larger in­ 
creases in Social Security benefits than 
the fiscal 1972 budget program contem­ 
plates. At this point, Congressional ac­ 
tion to provide more of an increase in So­ 
cial Security benefits for calendar 1971 
than the President has proposed seems 
very likely, and it is easy to foresee,a 
buiid-up of sentiment for a further in­ 
crease in 1972 or perhaps for a beginning 
to cost-of-living escalation for Social Se­ 
curity benefits earlier than the Jan. 1, 
1973 date Mr. Nixon has recommended. 


O N E OF TH E TH IN G S that adds lo 
the uncertainty as to whether fiscal 1972 
spending will hold at its projected level is 
that the projection as made assumes 
more of a year-to-year slowing in the ri$e 
of nondefense outlays than is commonly 
appreciated. Nondefense expenditures 
are targeted to rise by $6.5 billion less in 
the next fiscal year than in this one. What 
this implies is that Congreee will recog­ 
nize that there is no longer as much lee­ 
way for rapid increases in outlays oPa 
broad social welfare category now that 
the phase of scaleback in m ilitary spend­ 
ing and also in the space program is end­ 
ing. Indeed, after having declined con­ 
siderably in the past two years, the m ili­ 
tary budget is beginning to climb agaiji, 
while space outlays (halved since their 
mid-1960’s peak) seem to be stabilizing. 
Certainly unless Congressional thinkiijg 
adapts to this changed situation, the pos­ 
sibility of keeping aggregate spending 
close to the President's target and J)f 
avoiding a substantial deficit even on*a 
full-employment basis will be slim. 


Perhaps the most important reason 
for thinking that Congressional restraint 
may develop is that a considerable num­ 
ber of Congressmen show a continuing 
interest in the administrative budget 
concept (which excludes receipts and 
spending of various trust funds) and the 
related ceiling on the public debt. Looked 
at in such a framework, the fiscal picture 
has quite a different feel from that con­ 
veyed either by the unified budget state­ 
ment or the full-employment budget 
statement. Even accepting the Adminis­ 
tration’s revenue estimates as reasona­ 
ble, the administrative budget deficit for 
fiscal 1971 works out at $24.9 billion and 
that for fiscal 1972 at $23.6 billion. And, of 
course, if 1971 G N P falls short of the 
$1,065-billion projection by any apprecia­ 
ble amount, the administrative budget 
deficit will he even bigger. 
B E C A U S E O F TH E P RO S P E C T of a 
continuing large deficit in the adminis­ 
trative budget, it was one of Treasury 
Secretary Connally’s first duties to ap­ 
peal to the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee to initiate legislation to raise the 
debt ceiling by $40 billion to a level of $435 
billion. Large as such a jump would be, it 
would not suffice to carry the Treasury 
through fiscal 1972 if the size of either the 
fiscal 1971 or the fiscal 1972 budget defi­ 
cits has been even modestly underesti­ 
mated. Congressman W ilbur M ills, 
chairman of the Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, has speculated that a ceiling as 
high as $450 billion may eventually be 
needed. One can be sure that the admin­ 
istrative deficit in prospect and the in­ 
creases implied in the statutory debt 
ceiling will come up repeatedly in Con­ 
gressional debate in this session of Con­ 
gress, particularly if any new spending 
proposal originate either in supplemental 
requests from the Administration or 
from Congressional quarters. Conceiva­ 
bly, the unusual size of the prospective 
administrative budget deficit could have 
some restraining effect on Congressional 
spending inclinations. Significantly, the 
House Ways and Means Committee in ac­ 
tion taken on February 18 moved to in­ 
crease the debt ceiling only to $430 bil­ 
lion, which makes it highly probable that 
Mr. Connally will have to go back to Con­ 
gress one or more times to request a 
dept-ceiling increase. Each such request 
will serve to dramatize the need for cau­ 
tion in adding to federal spending com­ 
mitments.

and ambulance service. The dispatcher 
at the sheriff's office in Oregon will 
answer the emergency call on 734-4131 
and dispatch the fire trucks and-or am ­ 
bulance in the same manner as the dis­ 
patcher at the communications office in 
M t. Morris 


The six telephones located throughout 
Mt. Morris operating on 734-4131, oar 
emergency telephone number, give kn 
added backup system to the firemen apd 
a quicker response to the person report­ 
ing an emergency (fire or ambulance). 
Along with the new system, all cajls 
coming in on 734-4131, our listed emer­ 
gency telephone number (fire or ambu­ 
lance) will be recorded in compliance 
with the Federal Communications Com­ 
mission 
regulations 
concerning 
tele­ 
phone recordings. 
I would like to say in closing that this 
emergency reporting system 
or any 
emergency reporting system is only as 
good as those persons reporting an em er­ 
gency. The person reporting an em er­ 
gency should keep calm at all times, give 
their full name, their complete address 
and what is needed (fire department or 
ambulance service), slay on the line until

Doctor 
Says:

Dear Dr. Lamb—Would it be 
a heart pain in my jaw or upper 
gums? (I wear dentures.) It 
gets very severe and it seems to 
get worse with exertion. Walk­ 
ing in a cold wind makes it 
worse. I have had three heart 
attacks. 
Dear 
Reader— 
Yes, 
pain 
from heart trouble can radiate 
into the jaw. Pain, such as you 
describe, brought on by either 
exercise or walking in a cold 
wind often means heart pain. A 
good test is to take a nitrogly­ 
cerin tablet—the heart tablet 
that melts under the tongue- 
before walking and see if that 
prevents the pain. Of course, 
your doctor will need to pre­ 
scribe the medicine for you if 
you are not already taking it. If 
you are going to be walking 
against the wind be sure and use 
a warm scarf and protect the 
throat and chest from the wind. 
If you are overweight, you could 
benefit by losing pounds and if 
you use tobacco or much coffee, 
you should stop this. 
A person who has heart pain 
while exercising or walking can 
often do a great deal more exer­ 
cise after a significant weight 
loss. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— I have a light 
case of diabetes for which I am 
taking medication orally. My 
blood sugar is remaining stable, 
but I ’m still 
having nervous 
tremors when getting up from a 
sitting position or arising in the 
morning. My doctor said it was 
due to blood sugar. Do you 
agree and, if not, what might be 
the cause? Is it possible to have 
diabetes and still not show any 
sugar in the urine? 
Dear Reader—A low blood su­ 
gar from treatment of diabetes 
can cause nervous tremors or 
faintness. It may be possible to 
regulate a person’s diet and 
medicine in such a way as to 
prevent this problem. 
Diabetes involves more than 
just the blood sugar. It can af­ 
fect the arteries and the nerves. 
When the nerves are involved 
the normal reflex actions to 
control the circulation may be 
affected in such a way as to 
cause faintness. 
Yes, it is possible to have 
diabetes and not have sugar in 
the urine, even if the diabetes is 
not controlled by medicine. T his 
usually means the kidneys are 
not functioning properly and the 
excess sugar in the blood that 
would normally be filtered out 
remains in the bloodstream.

How teacher-aides are 
used in one school 
A teacher aide is usually a 
person trained to assist teach­ 
ers, to be the “ right arm ” of the 
professional teacher, so that the 
teacher can be freed to do that 
for which he or she has been 
specially trained. 
One solution to provide added 
instructional time to provide for 
more individualization of teach 
mg students is the current trend 
toward employing teacher- 
aides, or paraprofessional, in­ 
structional 
secretaries 
or 
teacher assistants as they are 
variously called 
Such aides 
may be employed solely to re­ 
lieve the teacher of monitorial 
and clerical duties. Others have 
assumed related instructional 
tasks, primarily in reading and 
amthematics. 
An aide’s training consists of 
a minimum of 30 semester 
hours of formal education and a 
variety of informal experi­ 
ences. A typical teacher aide 
curriculum may consist of the 
following courses: English, so­ 
cial sciences, child psychology, 
children’s literature, music, 
audio visual skills, typing, sec­ 
retarial procedures, arts and 
crafts, first aid, mathematics 
and science. 
T he teacher aide position as 
depicted here is an aide primar­ 


ily used for teaching individuals 
and small groups of students in 
math or reading, with most 
time spent in the first and sec­ 
ond levels. Some time is given 
to the kindergarten and third 
levels. 
T he 
following 
are 
typical 
tasks frequently assigned to a 
Jefferson School teacher aide: 
Assisting individual and small 
groups of students with their 
reading and math skills, ar­ 
ranging materials for classes, 
reading and story-telling, ar­ 
ranging bulletin board displays, 
helping children who have been 
ill to complete their make-up 
work, 
processing 
books and 
supplies, administering and 
scoring objective tests, correct­ 
ing papers, setting up and oper­ 


ating audio visual aids and typ­ 
ing, cutting stencils for class 
use, and various routine office 
work. 
Jefferson School is a cooper­ 
ating school 
in providing 
a 
training station for future 
teacher aides from Sauk Valley 
College. 
Research 
has 
indicated 
teachers who utilize teacher’s 
aides to best advantage are able 
to give more individual atten­ 
tion to pupils, use more special­ 
ly prepared materials, carrying 
the instruction further in some 
subject areas, provide better in­ 
dividual differences by better 
grouping, and spend more time 
on curriculum enrichment.
